Readers of this paper will perhaps remomber 
seoing in these columns several paragraphs over 
three months ago having reference to the move- 
ments of the notorious Prince Tuan and his 
lieutenant Tung Fu-hyiang. They wore re- 
ported to be basy at that time in organising an 
invasion from Mongolia and Shonsi, respeetive- 
ly, into Shansi province, with the intention of 
capturing the provincial capital Tsiyaan and 
using that wealthy and strong sity as 4 base for 
raids into Chihli, the capture of Peking, and 
either the extermination pf foreigners or their 
banishment from the North of Chins. Further, 
that the Princa with a horde of Mongols hud 
then already passed Ninghsia, a city on the 
northernmost confines of’ Kansu and bordering 
the country of the Alashan Mongole, murching’ 
oastwards for an opening in the Great Wall eo 
as to descend southwards into Shansi territory.
